Plantation to a Happy end, wee did grant them licence to ſet foozth, 

: | crect,and publiſh Lotteries, to tontinue foꝛ one pcere after the opening 

cfthe ſamec,andfurther,during Our plealure; which liberty hath been by the lame Company put 

in vſe diners yceres paſt. Now foꝛalmuch as We are giuen to vnderſtand, that although Wee 

n granting the layd Licence, had Our eye fixed vpon a religious and Pꝛintely end and defigne, 

yet the ſayd Lotteries, hauing now foꝛ a long time been put in vſe, doe dayly decline to mo2e 
and moe taconuentiente, to the hinderance of multitudesof Our Subiectss 

Wee whole care continually waiteth vpon the generall welfare ok Hur people, hanethought 
it expedient, foꝛ the generall good of Our Dublects, to ſuſpend the further executton of the ſatde 
Totteries, untul vpon further deliberation andadutſenient, We ſhall be moze fully infoꝛmed ofthe 
Inconnuencences and cuus thereby ariling, and map oꝛdame due remedy fo2 the ſame, without any 
concert of wichdꝛawung Our fauour it any degree from the ſaid Company oz plantation, and good 
Woꝛke by thein intended. 

And therefoꝛe we doe heereby expꝛeſly charge andcommand the ſayd Company and their ſuc⸗ 
ceſloꝛs. and all their Officers, Miniſters, and Seruants, and all others, That from hencefoozth 
they deſiſt and fozbeare, to vie oꝛ execute any manner of grant oꝛ Licence from Us, foꝛ the keeping 
and continutng of any Lotteric, oꝛ to keepe 02 continue anp Lotterite, Within this Our Realme 
of England oꝛ the Domintons thereof, vntili ſuch time as wee ſhall declare Our further pleaſure 
therein. And Wee likewiſe require all Juſtices, Officers, and Mtniſters whatſoeuer from 
hencefoozth, diligently and carefully to ſee this Dar pleaſare executed, and to puniſh the infrin- 
gers thereof, as contemncrs of Our Royall command.
